Ve  reserve  the  right  to  use  our  Docents'  expertise  for  small 
groups,  in  curriculum-related  tours.  Groups  vho  call  at  the  last  minute  to  bring 
hundreds  of  students  on  the  same  day  they  are  visiting  three  or  more  other  museums, 
may  not  be  offered  tours.  They  may  come  into  the  galleries  under  their  ovn 
supervision  at  times  that  do  not  conflict  vith  tours.  After  years  of  agonizing  about  this 
problem,  ve  feel  that  our  program  of  guided  tours  has  evolved  into  a  meaningful, 
educational  experience,  and  that  those  vho  reserve  the  time  first  should  have  every 
opportunity  for  a  positive  museum  experience.
